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THE DEL MONTE MEETING 

The fourteen members of the Southern 
Section who attended the joint session at Del 
Monte April 11 were cordially welcomed by 
the much larger group from the nearby 
North. One of the greatest pleasures of the 
meeting proved to be that of getting better 
acquainted. There were many friendly con- 
tacts also with librarians who were gathering 
for the California Library Association con- 
ference. 

Business Meeting 

At the business meeting Saturday morning 
Polly Hatch of San Francisco, president of 
the Northern Section, presided. The most 
important action was the passage of a motion 
to take two Contributing Memberships in the 
A.L.A., one for each section. 

Interesting reports of work North and 
South revealed how varied are the interests 
of the Association and what devotion and 
enthusiasm have been put into committee 
work. Activities especially mentioned were 
the regularly issued Bulletins, a revised 
Handbook, frequent meetings for profes- 
sional conference, occasional high feasts with 
distinguished speakers, aid and counsel 
given to librarians in small and isolated 
schools, Book Breakfasts and published book 
lists, recommendations to the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction in regard to 
credentials, training, and other problems, 
and cooperation with the Principals’ Con- 
vention toward a better understanding of 
the school library. 

Board of Directors 

The joint Board of Directors held two 
meetings with members of the Professional 
Committees and passed the following rec- 
ommendations to be presented for ratificat- 
ion at the May meetings of the Sections: 

1. For more effective interchange of Bul- 
letins it was agreed that the first Bulletin of 
the year should go out to all the Section list 
whether paid members or not, that with it 
should go a membership blank, and that on 
this should be listed the Bulletin of the other 
Section at fifty cents. 

2. In order to fix responsibility and to a- 
void duplication of effort, it was agreed that 
the president in whose territory the joint 
meeting does not fall should take the respon- 
sibility for other matters affecting the whole 
Association, such as the Superintendents 
Meeting and the Principals’ Convention. 

3. It was agreed to continue, at least for 
another year, the plan of having the joint 








meeting at the time of the C. L. A. meeting. 


4. Each Section agreed to contribute $10. 
CO toward the hotel expenses of a delegate 
from the Association at the A. L. A. Confer- 
ence at New Haven. 


Afternoon Session 

The three speakers of the afternoon bal- 
anced the practical with the inspirational. 

Susan T. Smith, librarian of the Berkley 
Public Library, criticised children and young 
people in the public library because they 
usurp the place of adult readers and because 
of the loss and mutilation of books. She ques- 
tioned whether it was right to use public li- 
brary funds for school service. School librar- 
ies should provide all necessary books for 
school assignments and should be open longer 


hours, so that the children will not 
come in crowds to the public library 
at the peck hour of the day, all de- 


manding the same thing. To the public li- 
brary should be left the purchase of books 
for recreational reading and of finely illus- 
strated books. It is the function of the school 
library to teach the use of library tools; of 
the public library to give children a habit of 
spending leisure well. 

Mary Mooney, supervisor of school librar- 
ies in San Francisco, said that they had found 
that their greatest loss of books came not 
from crildren but from adults in evening 
schools. She defended the buying of a limited 
number of finely illustrated editions that 
children might be taught appreciation of 
beautiful book making. She defined the funct™ 
ion of the school librarian as teaching, of 
the public librarian as service. While the 
schoo! library should contain chiefly books 
for reference there should also be enough 
recreational books to keep the reading appe- 
tite keen. “Let what there is be right.” 

Brother Leo Chancellor of St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, spoke on “‘The Roots of the Present.” 
In a memorable figure of speech, he com- 
pared man to an inverted tree, drawing his 
inspiration from the spiritual world instead 
of from the material. He quoted Dr. Suzzallo 
as saying, “My ancestors are Plato, Augus- 
tine, Calderon, Dante, Shakespeare, Moliere.” 
From such sources we may draw spiritual 
sustenance. Again comparing man to a tree 
in which the life-giving sap climbs through 
the woody substance of the trunk, Brother 
Leo said, “Technique in itself is inert, and ex- 
cept vital forces flow through it, technique 
is in vain.”

Fifteen fortunate school librarians from 


the South attended the annual meeting of the 
California School Library Association at Del 
Monte, April 25. It was an ideal spot for such 
a meeting, surrounded by the beauty of park 
and sea, within a stone’s throw of Monterey 
with its literary and historic interest of a 
bygone day, and within a short ride of Car- 
mel, with its artistic and literary promise for 
the future. 

Our northern confreres met us with a cor- 
dial informality which was largely respon- 
sible for the pleasure of the day. We were 
fortunate in having Miss Polly Hatch, with 
her winning manner which immediately puts 
everyone at ease, as presiding officer. 

The social event of the meeting was the 
“boner” dinner in the evening, held at one 
end of the beautiful dining room of Hotel 
Del Monte. It was quite exclusively for school 
librarians, and so, after a most bountiful 
dinner, we moved our chairs into an informal 
group, and there, “among ourselves,” each 
admitted a “boner” which she or someone 
else had made within her library. Not a guest 
was without one. It was most comforting, as 
well as entertaining. The new Boner Book 
was awarded as first prize to the librarian 
who, being asked for cottage cheese, had 
wisely interpreted it as Scottish Chiefs. 

Many of us remained for the authors’ din- 
ner which opened at C.L.A. on the following 
night. A long array of authors from Carmel 
and San Francisco graced the speakers’ table 
and gave us a fine flavor of the west. Among 
them were Frederick Bechdolt, who brought 
back to us the Stevenson days in Monterey; 
Lee Sage, who assured us he was born in a 
robbers’ cave and had only recently invaded 
civilization; and charming Miss Chevalier of 
Mills, whose book, Wandering Monday, has 
just been published. 

Most enjoyable and valuable of all was the 
meeting, in these different ways, with new 
and vivid personalities. The northern librar- 
ians are an active and enthusiastic group. 
Each year we come together we find it more 
worth while from a personal as well as pro- 
fessional standpoint. 


THE LAGUNA MEETING 

The southern section of the C.S.L.A. met 
May 23 at La Casa del Camino, Laguna 
Beach, and made California art and artists 
the theme of the meeting. While the morning 
was. devoted to the reports of committees 
and necessary business; our eyes revelled in 
the beauty of the paintings by California art- 
ists that surrounded us on all sides. 


The recommendation of the Publicity Com- 
mittee that the Builetin be sent to all mem- 
bers and that the membership dues be raised 
to $1.50 to include the Bulletin, will come up 
for ratification at the December meeting, as 
it requires a change in the Constitution. 

Other matters on which action was taken 
were that Notices and Bulletins be sent to 
paid-up members only, after the December 
meeting, and that the present officers and 
cominittees carry-on the rest of this school 
year in order to take care of the N.E.A. act- 
ivities. 

We were ail greatly interested in the re- 
ports of the various committees; inportant 
accomplis:ments revealed in the reports 
were the Monthly Book Breakfasts, the 
Handbook, the four Bulletins, the Institute 
Breakfast, the Laguna luncheon, and the var- 
ied work of the Professional Committee, in- 
cluding recommendations to Mr. Kersey 
based on the Survey made by Miss Bogle. 

The recommendations of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the C.S.L.A. meeting at Del Monte 
were ratified. See report of the Del Monte 
meeting. 

Our activities in connection with the 
N.E.A., as announced by Miss Morgan and 

{iss Britton, will be an Authors’ Breakfast, 
a library session, and the sponsoring of a 
brief summer course on school libraries for 
principals and teachers at U.S.C. 

The Association passed a resolution of 
sympathy and appreciation to be sent to the 
family of Miss Rose Emma Schweitzer, li- 
brarian of Metropolitan high schodl, Los 
Angeles, who passed away recently. 

The officers elected for the following year 
were: 

President, Josephine Kenkel, Long Beach; 
Vice-President, Mrs. Ethelene Kitching, Ful- 
lerton; Secretary, Elizabeth Neal, Compton; 
Treasurer, Lenore Townsend, Beverly Hills. 
Viola Estelle Stevens 
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The attractive Casa del Camino Inn at La- 
guna Beajch provided the pleasant setting for 
the spring conference of the Southern Sec- 
tion. Seventy-five members attended the 
morning business meeting and the luncheon, 
and the majority lingered to visit the gallery, 
chat with friends, and enjoy the natural 
beauty and delightful atmosphere of this de- 
lightful spot. 

“Art in California” was the theme of the 
luncheon speakers. Mr. Riddell, director of 
the new Laguna Art Gallery, gave a very in- 
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teresting summary of the history of the La- 
guna Art Association. Mr. F. W. Cuprien 
reviewed for us in reminiscence and anecdote 
the leading painters of California. He after- 
ward personally conducted those who were 
interested through the gallery. Our appre- 
ciation of the works of art hanging in the 
gallery was enhanced by his informal com- 
ment, and our interest in the Laguna Art 
Association was very much increased by this 
opportunity of meeting this charming and 
gifted loyal artist. The Executive Board and 
Program Committee are to be congratulated 
on a most successful and enjoyable meeting. 





PRINCIPALS’ CONVENTION, 1931 

Mr. Kersey made it possible for the librar- 
ians to be represented at the Principals’ 
Convention in Santa Cruz. 

Sir John Adams talked at a general session 
on Ethics and included in his address, the 
value of books and libraries in character 
building. This part of his address has been 
embodied in his article in “Libraries” for 
May. 

Miss Mable R. Gillis talked on School Li- 
braries at a well attended afternoon session 
and the Northern Section plans to have her 
article published. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Book Committee 

ln planning ihe work of the year now clos- 
ing the Committee on Books discussed pos- 
sible objectives from among the many which 
might be attacked in dealing with so large a 
subject. Reliable evaluation of books from the 
school library point of view has been a long- 
felt need. We might make a study of pupil 
abilities and tastes in reading, as a basis of 
evaluation. It was decided to do the actual 
evaluating first, and perhaps theorize about 
it afterward! 

The committee recognized that school li- 
brarians had little opportunity to read the 
new books which might be desirable for the 
libraries in their charge, yet the usual lists 
of recommended books often proved unre- 
liable when tested by school standards. We 
discussed the possibility of “pooling” our 
findings if a group of school-librarians and 
teacher-readers could be formed, for we felt 
that in most cases books must be actually 
read to be adequately evaluated. Breakfast- 
ing together once a month to share conelu- 
sions in open discussion, with printed cards 
to check as a short-cut estimate for record 
(such a file to be kept where all might con- 
sult it conveniently), seemed possibilities. 
Perhaps some book dealers and publishers 
would even loan us new books for reading, 
since we represented large purchasers. 

And even so it was. We gradually enlarged 
our original committee of eight (with presi- 
dential approval) to include all who would 
read with us. Without the generous and con- 
tinued loans of books by A. C. Vroman’s, 
Inc., of Pasadena, our plan could hardly 
have been carried out. Later three publishers 
made us large loans, also with no expense to 
us. The “Book’ Breakfast” on June 6 will be 
the sixth and last of the year for reporting on 
books. At the five “Breakfasts” already held. 
244 books were reported upon by twenty-five 


persons. The average attendance was thirty- 
four. Lists of books recommended, and not 
rgcommended, have been published in the 
C.S.L.A. “Bulletin” and the L.A. “Classroom 
Teacher.” They have also been sent out from 
the superintendent’s office to all librarians 
of the Los Angeles schools. The evaluation 
cards are on file in the Public Library. Those 
who have attended the “Breakfasts” report 
they have found tiiem an inspiration, as well 
as a practical aid in book selection. The com- 
mittee has made no study of pupil reading, 
perhaps our successors will find time for it. 
Our experience has served to make us realize 
the many possibilities there are in the way 
of development, and we are also fully alive to 
needed improvements. Perhaps it may prove 
helpful to our aforementioned successors if 
we mention some of these: Each book should 
have two readers (reading at the same time) 
to avoid possible bias or prejudice. Teacher- 
readers could make especially valuable con- 
tributions, and be gainers as well. Annota- 
tions, or some sort of classification would 
be helpful (perhaps this could be accom- 
plished by revising the evaluation card). 
More local dealers should be cooperating 
with us in the matter of book supply, and 
other publishing houses undoubtedly need 
only to know of our work to offer loans.

A Course in Children’s Literature for 
Teachers’ Colleges 


A sub-committee of the Professional Com- 
mittee of the School Libraries Association 
has been preparing a chapter on a “Tentative 
Course in Literature for Children” to be in- 
cluded in a state syllabus for teachers’ col- 
leges. This is being done at the request of 
Mrs. Clement of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Miss Helen Estill, Miss Gladys English, 
Miss Gaylord, Miss Mable Coy, Miss Jasmine 
Britton, Miss Clara Josslyn have served on 
the Committee. We were granted space for 
ten pages of typewritten matter, and in the 
pages we have included reasons why pros- 
pective teachers should know children’s 
books, some experiments showing the results 
of free reading and of the correlation of read- 
ing with an activity program, an outline of a 
course of study in books for children from 
the pre-school age through the junior high 
school, including lessons on teaching the use 
of libraries; a list of references on teaching 
the use of libraries, and a short list of books 
about children’s books. 

The material will be sent to the State 
Board of Education in June, and the whole 
syllabus will be discussed at the Conference 
of Teacher-training institutions in the Fall.

LIBRARY CERTIFICATION 


The State Board of Education is planning 
on a new general teachers certificate in 1982. 
Last year the Professional Committee of the 
Southern Sqction of the California School 
Library Association drew up forms for both 
Elementary and Secondary School Library 
certification requirements. These were dis- 
cussed with the Northern Section at the time 
of the A, L. A., and Mr. Kersey called to- 
gether a group of people interested in library 
training schools, teachers’ colleges, and gen-

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THE REPORT OF MISS SARAH C. N. BOGLE 


Secretary of the Board of Education for Librarianship on 
CALIFORNIA LIBRARY TRAINING SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


During the Institute business meeting of 
the Southern Section of the California School 


‘Library Association in 1930 the following 


resolution was passed: 

“Be it resolved that the School Librarians 
of the Southern Section go on record as fav- 
oring an A. L. A. survey of library training 
schools throughout the state of California 
with the purpose of determining what ad- 
ditional library schools are necessary and in 
what places they should be established.” 

When Mr. Milton J. Ferguson of the State 
Library and Mr. Everett R. Perry of the Los 
Angeles Public Library went to the A. L. A. 
mid-winter meeting in Chicago, they found 
that Miss Sarah C. N. Bogle, Secretary of 
the Board of Education for Librarianship, 
was to make a trip west in February. State 
Superintendent Vierling Kersey extended 
her an invitation to make the above survey. 
Although her time was limited she made a 
detailed report on school laws and their ef- 
fect on school libraries, county library ser- 
vice, library credentials, library training 
agencies, and the general school library sit- 
uation of California. She concluded with def- 
inite recommendations. 

The School Library Association of the 
Southern Section requests that Miss Bogle’s 
suggestions be carried out and they submit 
the following plan: 

The Executive and Professional Commit- 
tees of the Southern Section of the California 
School Library Association submit for your 
approval the following suggestions in regard 
to carrying out Miss Bogie’s recommenda- 
tions (Keport of June 16, 1930) made to Mr. 
Kersey, State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction: 

A. That accredited summer library courses 
be established. 


1. That summer library courses be 


strongly recommended for teachers who 
are now administering school libraries 
without library training or experience. 
2. That teachers who are in library 
positions, who have had library exper- 
ience, or who have library appoint- 
ments be the only teachers admitted to 
summer school courses for library cer- 
tification. 

B. That a committee be appointed by the 
state superintendent to study school li- 
brary conditions, to recommend a plan of 
development, and to set up standards 
based upon Miss Bogle’s recommendations 
to be reached within a given period of 
years. 

1. That the personnel of the committee 
should represent both northern and 
southern sections and include: 
a. State superintendent of public in- 
struction, ex officio member. 
b. A representative of the Board of 
Education for Librarianship of the 
American Library Association. 
c. A California school administrator 
or executive. 
d. A California School Librarian or a 
representative from the California 
School Library Association. 
2. That Sub-Committees be appointed as 
needed. 

C. That the Committee recommend that the 

San Jose State Teachers’ College estab- 
lish a model accredited course in school 
library instruction before other Teachers’ 
Colleges experiment in that line. 

D. That the Committee recommend that the 
State Teachers’ Colleges require as train- 
ing for all teachers a brief course in 

1. Children’s literature, including mod- 
ern books. 
2. Instruction in the use of libraries.

Miss Annette Glick of the Visual Education 
Division of the Los Angeles City Schools 
gave a very helpful talk on poster and visual 
education material, supplemented by lists 
with names and addresses for such source 
material. This was followed by the two 
speakers of the afternoon.

Library Service,” by Lucile F. Fargo, which 
was followed by a discussion of local con- 
ditions. Mrs. Mercer W. Lucas of the Santa 
Monica Public Library spoke upon the co- 
operation of schools and public libraries to 
encourage higher standards of recreational 
reading.

Problems of school library adminstration will 
include such topics as the budget, the train- 
ing and duties of the librarian, teacher-lib- 
rarian and book clerk,together with an an- 
alysis of different types of school library 
organization. Miss Jasmine Britton, Super- 
vising librarian of the Los Angeles City 
School Library, will be in charge of this 
course and expects to enlist the aid of a num- 
ber of school librarians in this vicinity in 
making this course as interesting and round 
ed as possible.
